An Allen County Lady on the 
Climate and Blizzards 


There. • 


To the Editor of Tax SKNTUTBL: 


B S A D B B CTTT, K a n . , F e b . 2 . 


As my hnaband is a subscriber of THB 
SximiaEii I will give you a few linea for 
publication, if yon think it worthy of the 
same. We had a beaatifol fall hare and 
winter oommenoed on New Tear's day. 
It grew ooldw nntil the 7th, when we 
had a howling blizzard. 
The wind and 
snow blew so hard that it was impossible 
for a man to travel any distance. 
There 
were twenty-four persons frozen to death 
and a great number with frozen feet, 
faces and hands. One family ran out of 
fuel, and left their home to go a short 
distance to a neighbor's. 
They got lost, 
but finally succeeded in reaching the 
house, but were so badly frozen that re- 
covery is doubtful, for some of them at 
at least. In many places cattle and hogs 
have been frozen. The snow was drifted 
in places fifteen feet high and packed 
against doors so that the occupants, in 
many oases, would have to climb out of 
the windows or cut through the roof of 
theii' shanty. 
Our houses are not the 
towering brick or the neat little cottage, 
but but as a general thing they are built 
out of buffalo sod and are very comfort 
able except in times of blizzards. 


I must say a good word in favor of 
Uncle Sam's country here. The farmers 
do not have to chop and burn brush be- 
fore they can till the land. 
The first 
crop that is generally put out is com, 
which needs no cultivating after plant- 
ing. There was some wheat sowed here 
last fall for the first time, which looks 
favorable. This county (Comanche) was 
was only organized the 15th of April, 
1885. As a general thing the people 
think there is a bright future here. 
In 
1885 com yielded from twenty-five to 
fifty bushels per acres. 
I would say to 
any who may read this and think they 
would like to try tbe land of Uncle Sam, 
there are claims in the vicinity that have 
not been taken yet.

THE French Government has coined 
a new dollar for circulation in Tonquin 
in the East. 
Specimens of the new 
coin are to be seen in London, and it 
appears to be exactly the same as the 
Mexical dollar in weight, size, and fine- 
ness. 
The superscription, however, is 
different, and this it is which inspires 
the criticism, by those who know the 
Chinese, that the latter will reject it, 
and will say, "No wantee China side." 
It will be remembered that the United 
States formerly coined a trade dollar for 
circulation in the East; but its deficiency 
in fineness (371^^ grains instead of 377i 
grains) soon became apparent to the as- 
tute natives, and they reverted to the 
Mexican dollar, large quantities of 
which are still sent to China. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the dollar 
provided by the French Goyemment 
Hill be more sucoessfnl^ 


PROMPT WORK. 


Nearly $10,000 Subscribed for 
the New St. Paul's Catho- 
lic;Church-The Pro- 
posed Edifice. 


A meeting of the members of the St. 
Paul's Catholic church, of this city, was 
held last Sunday afternoon, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining subscriptions for the 
erection of a new church edifice this 
spring. 
The present building has for 
some time been in a measure unsafe as a 
place of public worship and too small 
for the necessities of the congregation. 


The Rt. Bev. Joseph Dwenger, prior 
te his departure for Bome last year, 
saw the necessity of erecting a new struc- 
ture and expressed it as his desire that a 
new building should be ^erected as soon 
as practicable. 
The matter was con- 
sidered by the congregation, and it was 
determined then that a new church 
should be built. 
Last Jane, plans were 
prepared and submitted to the bishop 
last December for his approval, and he 
directed that the church building should 
be begun as soen as the weather woulc 
permit. 


It seems, however, that some urge an 
objection now against the project, 
and they claim it would interfere with 
the plans of the St. Mary's congregation 
in their endeavors to replace the' braid- 
ing destroyed by the recent catastrophe. 
That matter was considered by the St 
Paul's congregation and the members 
concluded that in view of all the existing 
circumstances and the necessity which 
prompts them to erect the'new building, 
it would not be expedient to abandon 
their plans at this time. To defer it now 
would be to defer it indeflnitely^and the 
interests and welfare of the congregation 
would greatly suffer. Of the 125 families 
of which the congregation is composed, 
about fifty-four were 
preswit at the 
meeting 
Sunday afternoon. 
Wh^le 
but few of the members are in affluent 
circumstances, Bev. E. Eoenig, the pas- 
tor, was agreeably surprised by those 
present last Sunday afternoon subscrib- 
ing $9,500 towards the building fund. 
Upon this basis it is thought that at 
least $17,000 will be subscribed when all 
the members of the'congregation have 
been seen. The building will be of Bo 
man architecture in its design, and its 
dimensions will be sixty-two feet front 
by 135 feet long, to be surmounted by 
two spires. The cost of the edifice is not 
intended to exceed; $30,000. 
The gen- 
tlemen comprising the building commit- 
tee are men of experience in the manage- 
ment of business affairs, and under their 
direction the construction will certainly 
be pu^ed to a successful completion. 
The officers of the building committee 
are: Bev. E. Koenig, president; J. H. 
Grim me, treasurer, and Louis Fox, sec- 
retary. The architect is Mr. P. Dederick, 
of Detroit.

Holcombe, superintendent of 
public instruction, has submitted to thè 
governor his annual report. In short, 
that according to the enumeration of 
May 1, 1885, there were 740,949 persons 
between the ages of six and twenty in 
the state, of whom 16,962 are colored.

day, receive from $19 to $23.80 a year, 
besides a certain amoimt of 
farm 
produce—about thirty bushels of rice, 
peas, and barley. 
The laborer's wife 
is bound to work in the field whenever 
required, and receives for a day's work 
in summer the munificent sum of from 
12 to 14 cents, and in winter of from 
10 to 12 cents. 
Miners and mine la- 
borers receive 52+ cents daily, and 
women who may do this kind of work 
from 18^ to 25 cents. 
The Brunswick 
Consul, writing of agricultural labor in 
that duchy, says: "In the level coun- 
try the wages of a man and wife aggre- 
gate $194.20 per annum, while in the 
mountainous districts a man and his 
wife, assisted by a child, earn but 
$184.92. 
In the district of Wolfenbut- 
tel, the laborer receives a cash wage 
ent rely of 35 cents per day, summer 
and winter, working time 5 to 11 a. m. 
and 1 to 6 p. m. 
Women are paid 19 
cents for the same time. 
A man will 
earn from 5Di to 71 cents per diem 
mowing,^ and a woman from 29 to 
35 cents for gathering behind the 
scythe. 
Men and women both earn 
from 35 to 47 cents per day hoeing, and 
from 47 to 59 cants gathering beets."

By the Boman law the period of in- 
fancy lasted till the 7th year, childhood 
continued till the nubile or marriage- 
able age, which for males was 14, and 
females 12, and during the period of 
adolescence following, males were al- 
lowed to manage their own property, 
make a will, or contract marriage inde- 
pendent of the consent of parents or 
guardians, but the age of majority was 
not reached until 25. By the English 
law, which has been in force since An- 
glo Saxon times, there are two great 
periods into which life is divided—in- 
fancy, which lasts in both sexes until 
the 21st year, and manhood and woman- 
hood. 
But the period of infancy is di- 
vided into several stages, marked by the, 
growing development of rights and ob- 
ligations. 
Thus at 12 years of age a 
male may take the oath of allegiance, 
and at 14 both sexes are held to have 
arrived at years of discretion, and may 
therefore choose guardians, give evi- 
dence in court, and consent or disagree 
to a marriage. A female, indeed, has 
this latter privilege from her 12th year, 
but neither sex can legally 
marry, 
without the consent of parents or guafr- 
dians, until the age of majority has 
beeh reached. 
At 14, too, both sexes 
are fully responsible to the criminal 
law; but under the age of 21 neither 
can execute a valid will. 
At the latter 
age both males and females obtain their 
full legal rights and become liable to 
all legal obl^ations. I n Scotland a 
minor between the ages of 14 and 21 
has more personal rights than in En- 
gland at the same age, as he can dis- 
pose by will of movable property, make 
contracts, carry on trade, and marry 
without the consent of guardians. I n 
France, by the Napoleonic code, males 
may marry at the age of 18, and fe- 
males at 15, with the approval of guar- 
dians ; at 16 a minor may devise one- 
half of his or her property; at 17, a per- 
son of either sex may be chosen to ex- 
ecute the will of another, and at 21, full 
personal and legal rights are granted. 
In the United States the English law is 
generally followed. 
A guardian may 
be chosen at 14, and the age of majority, 
which gives free disposal of persons and 
property, is usually fixed for the sexes 
at 21, though in some of the States fe- 
males are comsideredof "age,"in a legal 
pomt of view, at 18. 
The age at which 
male citizen» are allowed the franchise 
right differs in different countries. In 
Switzerland and Hungary it is 20; in 
the United States, and most of. the 
South American Bepublics, 
Canada, 
and Great Britain, it is 21; also in Bel- 
gium, France, 
Italy, 
Portugal, and 
Sweden. 
I n Holland it is 23; in Aus- 
tria, 24; in Spain, Norway, Prussia, and 
nearly all of the German S^tates, 25, and 
in Demark it is 30.—Inter Ocean.

addition. An ounce of this solution in a 
bucket of whitewash will drive 
away 
roaches and water bugs wherever it is 
used, with most of their congeners, and 
add infinitely to the cleaning powers 
of the wash. 
I t is to be remem- 
bered, however, 
that 
carbolic 
acid 
in 
any form 
is 
always to be 
handled wifh care, as it is a dangerous 
plaything. 
Quite as effective a disin- 
fectant and destroyer of most of our 
troublesome insects is bromines 
A bot- 
tle of this, left unstopped in the room, 
will drive away every sort of winged 
vermin. 
It is said also to be very un- 
pleasant to the crerepiBg 
things of 
cracks and crevice»; but concerning 
that we cannot affirm posittvely. 
It is 
quite enough that it drives the mos- 
quito into regions more salubrious to 
his petship, and causes the fly to feel 
an exeeeding haste to betake himself to 
other qinarters. 
The oil of pennyroyal, 
the powdeiT of xodoform and various 
other pungent and ill-«meUing contriv- 
ances have been tried to these ends with 
less success than has attended the use 
of bromine.

is bound to work in the field whenever 
required, and receives for a day's work 
in summer tho munificent sum of from 
12 to 14 cents, and ia winter of from 
10 to 12 cents. Miners and mine la- 
borers receive 524 cents' daily, and 
women who may do this kind of work 
from 18} to 25 cents. Tho Brunswick 
Consul, writing of agricultural labor in 
that duchy, says: "In the level coun- 
try the wages of a man and wife aggre- 
gate S191.20 per annum, while in the 
mountainous districts a man and bin 
wife, assisted by a child, earn but 
S18-1.02. In the district of Wolfenbut- 
lel, the laborer receives a cash wage 
ent rely of 35 cents per day, summer 
and winter, working time » to 11 a. m. 
and 1 to G p. m. Women are paid 19 
cents for tlie Sttmo time. A man will 
earu from 50 i to 71 cents per diem 
mowing,_ and a woman from 29 to 


cents for gathering behind the 


scythe.

rom 3D to 17 cents per day hoeing, and 
from 47 to 51) c-uuta gathering beets."

LEGAL AOB OF 
XAJOKITf. 


By the Roman law the period of in- 


fancy lasted till the 7th year, childhood 
continued till the nubile or marriage- 
able age, which for males was U, and 
females 12, and during the period of 
adolescence following, males were al- 
lowed to manage their own property, 
make a will, or contract marriage inde- 
pendent of the consent of parents or 
guardians, but tho age of majority was 
not reached until 25. By the English 
law, which has been in force since An- 
glo Saxon times, there are two great 
periods into which life is divided—in- 
fancy, which lasts in both sexes until 
the 21st year, and manhood and woman- 
hood. But the period of infancy is di- 
vided into several stages, marked by tho. 
growing, development of rights and ob- 
ligations. 
Thus at 12 years of ago a 


male may take the oath of allegiance, 
and at 14 both sexes are held to havo 
arrived.at years of discretion, and may 
therefore choose guardians, give evi- 
dence in court, and consent or disagree 
to a marriage. A female, indeed, has 
this latter privilege,from her 12th year, 
but neither sex can legally marry, 
without the consent o£ parents or gnar- 
diaus, until the .age of majority has 
heeh reached. At 14, too, both sexes 
are folly responsible to tho criminal 
law; but under the age of 21 neither 
can execute a vab'd.will. 
At the latter 


age both males and females obtain their 
full legal rights and become liable to 
all legal obligations. In .Scotland a 
minor between the ages of 14 and 21 
has more personal rights than in En- 
gland at the same age,, as he can dis- 
pose by mil of movable property, make 
contracts, carry on trade, and marry 
without the consent of -guardians. Tn 
Franco, by the Napoleonic code, males 
may marry at the age of 18, and fe- 
males at IB, with the approval of guar-
